dependent daughter was amusing herself in the adjacent 
administrative offices of this unit. In the initial moments of the 
session, Source furiously wrote lAB's and Stage 2 descriptives and 
moved on to Stage 3 in a matter of less than ten minutes. It 
cannot be determined if the presence of Source's daughter in 
adjacent areas motivated his rather rapid initial reporting but 
there may have been some conscious or subconscious effort on his 
part to bring the session to a rapid close. During the actual 
session there were no reportable anomalies or incidents which may
